This  dahlia  has  been  a  close  rival  of  California  Peach 
this  season.  We  cannot  say  which  is  the  better.  It  too  bears  some  resemblance  to  Satan  but 
has  finer  petalage  and  is  more  incurved.  The  illustrations  on  the  front  cover  depict  its  fine 
form  and  the  soft,  mellow  color  is  quite  entrancing.  What  California  Idol  is  in  the  yellow 
decorative  class  this  is  to  the  yellow  cactus.  It  is  massive  in  size,  yet  an  extremely  refined 
flower  in  every  sense.  A  free  and  an  early  bloomer  with  perfect  stems.  At  Storrs  Trial  Gardens 
it  received  a  Certificate  of  Merit  with  a  score  of  86.  At  Bronx  Park  Botanical  Gardens,  New 
York  City,  where  it  was  grown  under  number,  it  was  one  of  the  most  popular  entrants.  In  our 
own  display  garden  it  was  one  of  the  general  favorites.

Color  is  positive  and  clear  both  in  and  out  of  doors;  size 
conservatively  10  to  12  inches  across  by  6  inches  deep  (some  customers  have  reported  blooms 
much  larger  and  deeper) ;  moderate  semi-cactus  formation  perfect,  with  centers  always  closed 
and  all  alike;  stem  stalks  very  tall,  straight  and  long-jointed;  blooms  freely  both  early  and  late;

EXPLANATION  OF  TYPES — According  to  the  American  Dahlia  Society  Classification. 

INFORMAL  DECORATIVE  (I.  D.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  usually  with  long,  twisted 
petals,  and  often  irregular  in  arrangement. 

FORMAL  DECORATIVE  (F.  D.)  —  Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  usually  with  broad,  flat  petals, 
often  rounded  at  the  tips,  and  regular  in  arrangement. 

CACTUS  (C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  with  long,  narrow,  pointed  petals,  incurved, 
recurved  or  straight,  but  rolled  more  than  half  their  length. 

SEMI-CACTUS  (S.  C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  with  coarse,  twisted  petals,  usually  some¬ 
what  incurved,  and  rolled  ordinarily  less  than  half  their  length. 

PEONY  (P.) — Semi-double  flowers  showing  a  bright  yellow  center,  having  small  twisted  petals 
circling  about  the  center.
